Irish Art in the Early Christian . B 
Francoise Henry, London : Methuen, js net. 


M Xe HENRY’S book will be very 
welcome to the increasing number 


of people who wish to have a comprehen- 
sive, but not too weighty volume on Trish 
art in its most individual phase. Though 
much has been written al on the out- 
standing manifestations of that art, and 
more than one general study forms 
of works of larger scope, not till now has 


there appeared an adequate and satisfying 


single book. The task called for the rare 
combination of attainments and qualities 
which the author possesses. To a. wide 
knowledge of Irish art—gained at first 
hand—and of. the contemporary arts of 
Europe, she adds a love of the subject for 
its own sake and—most valuable—the 
intuitions of an artist. Her treatment is 
coherent and her lucid, never over- 
burdened prose is most readable. 

In a-sense the book is an extension 
of her earlier work, “La Sculpture 
Irlandaise,’”’ which appeared in 1932. 
That monumental book is not easily avail- 
able to every student; this smaller and 
‘more accessible volume, whose 204 pages 
bear evidence of further years of research, 
should have a wider appeal. It is well 
illustrated by eighty collot plates and 
more than fifty figures in the text. The 
index is adequate and there is a 
bibliography.

Is That So? By W. Arthur Bright. London: 
Heath Cranton. 5/- net. 


HE author of this book tells us that 
it was Written “ at odd times’’ some 
months before the outbreak of the present 
war—with the exception of the final 
chapter. It treats of such subjects as 
Politics, Local Affairs, Sport and Foreign 
Travel. Ths two best chapters are those 
entitled ‘‘ The Law ” and “ The City ” for 
here Mr. Bright is a specialist on his own 
ground. His other observations are those 
of an amateur in the field of letters. 

Was it a Frenchman who said that no 
man should venture into print until he 
had written (and presumibly déstfoyed) 
forty thousand words? We do not mean 
to sound ungracious concerning the ideas 
of someone who obviously views life in a 
level-headed and well-balanced manner. 
But when such a range is covered there 
exists the danger of scrappiness and 
superficiality, unless forty thousand words 
have already served as an exercise in style. 
We should judge the author to be a most 

leasant conversationalist and raconteur ; 

ut to be a philosophical essayist requires 
greater dexterity than work at odd 
moments provides, leaving profundity out 
of the question. 

Not all the impressions recorded are as: 
ingenuous as the following :-< 

Speaking generally, among the middle 
classes life at home is happy. If it is 
unhappy, the fault generally lies with 
the parents through over-indulgence of 
their children or fear of correcting 
their faults.

The Bride. of Christ, By Claude Chavasse. 
London: Faber and Faber. 8/6 uet. 


HE Rector of Mallow, the Reverend 
A Claude Chavasse, seeks in this inquiry 
into the nuptial element in “Barly 
Christianity to restore to its rightful place 
in Christian theology the doctrine that 
Christ is the victorious bridegroom of the 
Church, the Marriage is the Incarnation 
of Our Lord, and the Bride is-the Body 
of Christ.- He traces carefully the 
emphasis laid upon this piece of teachin 
at various stages of the Ch 
history, and shows that after the days of 
St. Auugustine the fundamental nuptial 
idea was miserpresented. The Bride was 
no longer interpreted as the Church, but 
the title was given to the individual 
Christian soul, and later to the royalty of 
the Blessed Virgin Mary. 

At this point, private devotion, with its 
attendant exaggerations, began to obscure 
the great truth that the Church is a 
worshipping Church. Claude Chavasse 
maintains that the Anglican Reformation 
restored in some measure the primitive 
nuptial idea; the language of the’ Gets. 
munion. office, as well as of the Marriage 
and Ordination Services, gives abundant 
proof of this. Many efforts have been 
made recently to proclaim that the Church 
is a worshipping body, and not merely a 
group of EA a But, in spite of 
the Liturgical Movement, the worship of 
Christians still remains subjective and 
individual, and hence a weaker activity. '

Eric Mendelsohn 


TO THE LITERARY EDITOR OF THE IRISH 
TIMES 


Srr,—In the review of Arnold Whittick’s 
“ Erich Mendelsohn,’’ which á Daye in 
the Irish Times of August 5, there were 
some statements which, to say the least of 
them, were misleading. 

One was that Mendelsohn may be called 
the “ father of modern architecture.’ The 
development of any architecture is so 
complex that it is not possible to lay its 
fatherhood on any one man. In the case of 
modern architecture (or the New Architec- 
ture, which nomenclature I prefer to use), 
if one attempted to give credit for its 
origination more to one man than any 
other, Mendelsohn could not, nor would 
he, I believe, lay claim to that 
honour. He is not primarily a 
creator. He has originated very little. 
He is rather an adaptator and a 
Capea oer of a high standard 
of ability, if not genius. Fow have made 
better use than he has of the discoveries 
of. others. But most of his work has 
a precedent. His Schocken store at 
Chemnitz was anticipated eighteen years 
earlier by Poelzig’s Office Building in 
Breslau ; his use of glass in the Adminis- 
tration Building of the Metal Workers’ 
Union, Berlin (1929), by Gropius’s Fagus 
Factory (1010-14); and the circular glass 
stairwell, now almost a Mendelsohn trade 
mark; was used by Gropius in his build- 
ing for the Werkbund Exhibition of 1914. 
The first signs of the new architecture 
were visible as far back as the middle of 
the last century ; Mendelsohn’s first job— 


the Hermann hat factory—was only 
executed in 1919, 


Another statement was that “He” 
(Mendelsohn) introduced in Germany a 
new style which since then has been 
accepted to some degree in virtually every 
country in the world—a style which 
almost certainly will mark a worthy epoch 
in the science and art.-of building.” I 
have “no quarrel with this statement in 
general, because I agree that the archi- 
tecture referred to has become virtually 


universal, and that it will mark a worthy 


epoch in the science and art of building. 

hat I must disagree with, however, are 
the werds: “He introduced in Germany 
a new. style.” “Style” is a confusing 


word to use; because since the Renaissance 


the practice of indiscriminately reviving 
past styles has given it quite a different 
meaning—that of fancy clothing with 
which buildings may be draped according 
to the whim of the designer. A style, 
in the true sense of the word, derives 
unselfconsciously from the controlling 
conditions of the country of origin; a 


style is not just introduced. It must be

While, there- 
fore, they probably would like nothing 
better than to send Herr von Papen about 
his business, they are forced by circum- 
stances to play a waiting game. The eyes 
of every Balkan diplomatist at the moment 
are fixed on the Straits of Dover. If the 
Germans succeed in their attack upon 
Great Britain, Herr von’ Ribbentrop will 
be able to dictate terms to every Balkan 
Government; if, on the other hand, the 
British defences hold out, the Balkans 
will resume their former attitude of sturdy 
independence, As matters “stand: at 
present, Germany and Italy, while main- 
taining the outward solidarity of their 
“ Axis” policy, are anything but united 
in respect of the Balkans. Signor Mussolini 
regards the Balkan Peninsula as part of 
Italy’s economic Lebensraum, and; in 
order to strengthen Italian influence in 
that part of the world, he has been sup- 
porting- Hungary’s claims for revision of 
the Peace Treaties. Italy is anxious to 
secure the valuable markets of Yugoslavia 
and Rumania for her manufactured goods, 
and it so happens that the Germans are 
equally anxious to secure them for them- 
selves. So long as. the issue in the West 
remains undecided, the Balkan States will 
be afraid to pursue any kind of inde- 
pendent policy. Some of them may try 
to play off Italy against the Germans, and 
vice versa; but, in the nature of things, 
they all must be prepared to cheer the 
winner in the West; and they. all are 
afraid todo anything that might annoy the 
“ Axis.’? Possibly the Rumanians are in 
the most ‘difficult position of them all. 
Negotiations have been in progress in a 
small town on the frontier between Yugo- 
slavia and Transylvania with a view to 
the peaceful settlement of the. dispute 
between Rumania and Hungary. The 
Magyars claim the recovery of all Transyl- 
vania, which was ceded to Rumania after 
the last war; and King Carol’s Govern- 
ment has advanced as a counter-proposal 
the suggestion that there shall be an 
exchange of populations in the border 
districts. 
After having heard the Hungarians’ 
demands, the Rumanian delegation has 
gone back to Bucharest to report to King 
Carol. It seems that the Hungarians have 
been ‘‘ extremely severe ” in their demands.

Is there any reason’ 
why the city should not. provide its 
inhabitants with as healthy a life as the 
country yields to those who remain faithful 
to it? Fundanientally, why must the 
great majority of cities in these islands 
be abominable to the eye, inconvenient to 
live in, difficult to leave? The town- 
planners answer that this need not be 
so—that cities can be remodélled so that, 
if they fall far short of perfection, they 
still can be a great improvement upon 
their existing form. Many difficulties can 
be swept aside; heavy cost must be 
endured, in the process; but a nation 
which consents to spend ten million pounds 
a day on the conduct of war hardly will 
complain—or so we hope—if a hundredth 
part of that sum is devoted to the reforma- 
tion of its cities.

AN IMPORTANT LINK

Its patrol craft 
can take over, say, off the Isle of Wight and 
shepherd through the Downs into the Thames 
Estuary. The Downs are “railed off.” as it 
were, against submarines by minefields and 
nets and the Goodwin Sands. Along the 
Kentish coast. between the two forelands, 
are A.A. batteries covering the anchorage— 
that was; it is now a route instead. 

But Dover is very much more than a mere 
base for escorting craft. It is also by far 
the most important naval]. look-out station in 
the world, at the present time. It is the 
apex opposite which the Narrow Seas narrow 
—and whence they again widen at once. It 
has, thus, an altogether exceptional command 
both towards the North and towards the 
West. It gives the power to take in flank 
any operation aiming either at the East coast 
or the South coast of Britain. 


EFFECT OF MODERN 
DEVELOPMENTS - 


No wonder, then, that Dover—or where 
Dover is now—has always played’a prominent 
part whenever any attack on Britain was in 
In order to demonstrate this we 
d not go back two thousand years—to 
Julius Crsar—nor even seven hundred—to 
Hubert de Burgh. The really remarkable 
thing is that modern technical war-like de- 
velopments. far from in any way reducing 
the importance of the place, have actually 
increased it very materially. A very brief 
consideration of last week's fighting will 
prove this to be the case.

History of Parliament 


Ten years ago Mr, Josiah Wedgwood. 
M.P.. undertook the tremendous task of 
compiling a history of Parliament, and 
he has been an editor of this work ever 
since its beginning. It is now to be trans- 
ferred to trustees, of whom he will be one, 
and a professional historian is to succeed 
him as editor. Two volumes of the 
History of Parliament have been pub- 
lished, while fourteen others are in 
various ‘stages of preparation, and the 
work is being published under an arrange- 
ment with the British Government, who 
will bear the expense and recoup them- 
selves, if possible, by the income from the 
sales. There will be no further printing 
until after the war, and it will take many 
years to complete the work. The researches 
already made have revealed many interest- 
ing cases of pariiamentary heredity, and 
Mr. Wedgwood discovered that several of 
his own forbears hundreds of years ago 
were members of the House of Commons. 


Flight Delivery of Bombers 


Britain has established in Canada head- 
quarters of the organisation for the flying 
of American and Canadian bombers across 
the North Atlantic to this country, and 
three of the most experienced Imperial 
Airways pilote—Captains A. S. Wilkinson, 
 D. C. T. Bennett and I. Ross—have been 
tedonded"*to the Ministry of Supply, and 
are in Canada. They will recruit suitable 
pilots to ferry bombers now building in 
the Canadian and American factories, and 
it is assumed that direct flight delivery 
of machines will save much time and be 
safer than ship crossing. When a bomber 
is assembled and completed in the factory 
it is first flown by the factory test pilot 
and then flown to a delivery point, where 
it is partially dismantled for shipment. 
Here it is reassembled and test-flown 
again. With flight delivery machines can 
be. flown here direct from the factory and 
handed over to the authorities after a 
thorough overhaul. 


Railway Companies’ Demand 


Strong opposition is being organised in 
several quarters to the oo of the 
railway companies and the London 
Passenger Transport Board for higher 
fares. As recently as April there was an 
increase of ten per cent., which yielded 
£18,000,000 a year, and a demand is being 
made for another £14,000,000. The British 
Government is» doing much to keep the 
cost of living down and to avoid the vicious 
spiral of higher expenses and increased 
wages which occurred in the last war, and 
it is in this connection that the question 
of higher fares must be considered.

the winter sets in. As the problem is 
mainly one of distribution, it is proposed 
that there should be huge dumps of coal 
in all the main centres of populations, so 
that in time of emergency or when the 
main line railways are congested, the loca! 
dumps may be drawn upon for supplies. 
One of these dumps will be in Hyde Park.

It was not untimely on the part of the 
Irish Times to direct attention to this 
matter, as it did in its editorial, ‘ Two 
' on August 8. 

The warnings given by Government spokes- 
men of the urgency of preparedness for 
emergency were directly responsible for the 
wave of enthusiasm ‘hat has resulted in 
almost every township and townland in Eire 
being to-day dott with such councils. 
‘Having briefly touched upon the aims of 
‘‘Muintir na Tire,” the comment, justly. made, 
appears in the Jrish Ttmes editorial; '“ The 
real Parish Council has an important part to 
play in the peace-time organisation of the 
country, but we do not see how bona 
created for emergency purposes in time Of 
national danger can evolve lobe the real kind 
of Parish Council.” With such reasoning few 
can cavil. 


QUESTION OF FUNCTIONS 


Hints given in statements of Cabinet: 
Ministers. that Parish Councils might 
eventually be vested with legal status un- 
doubedly served as a filip in the formation of 
councils in areas where hitherto no action had 
been taken. But it still remains uncertain 
what may be the real functions of the new 
Parish Councils pending the possibility of 
State recognition. At the moment there is 
a complete absence of information, or, indeed, 
of any indication whatsoever of their re- 
lationship with the councils that have 
been established and aimed at by 
Muintir na Tire. The latter organisation 
has been mainly engaged, so far, in a cam- 
aign to stem rural depopulation, and to 
ba about an expansion of educational, 
cultural and social activities in country 
areas which would: dispel the phantom of 
better conditions in cities and towns, which 
has caused such a serious flight from the 
land in the last decade. 

This at once raises the basic question of 
regularising Parish Councils, and so mould- 
ing them within the confines of constituted 
authority, with the following results :—(1) 
To permit of the fulfilment of the immediate 
objects for which they are being formed; 
and (2) to empower them in the post-war 
period to assist them in dealing with 
abnormally changed conditions that are 
certain to be the legacy of the present world 
upheaval. In the speeches of those who are 
actively engaged establishing councils those 
points are not made clear. 


MUINTIR NA TIRE’S EFFORT, 


Muintir na Tire has a definite constitution ; 
but. in the circumstances of the foundation 
of that admirable organisation, can fhat 
constitution be regarded as sufficiently wide 
to cope with the varied problems that are 
bound to arise on the cessation of the war? 
Jt. is encouraging to note that from this 
weeks Muintir na Tire conference in 
Virginia it has been made known that steps 
will be taken for a revision of the Con- 
stitution, and for making the organisation 
a still more effective unit in our economic 
and national life. 


AN EARLIER EXAMPLE 


Of the existence of guilds and their func- 
tions on the Continent, as well as of their 
variable fortunes, instructive literature has 
been published, and it is of interest to dis- 
cover that towards the end of the last 
century Parish Councils were legalised, and 
played an important part in local administra- 
tion. In the light of the present develop- 
ments in our own midst, a brief ouiline of 
personnel should prove 
helpful to those upon whom will be the 
“i agaacanaml of building kindred bodies 

ere, 

Under the Local Government Act, 
councils were set up in rural parishes 
where the population exceeded 3500, 
with power to group parishes under 
a common parish council. The powers 
of the common Parish Council depended 
largely upon the terms of an order which 
issued from a County Council, by whose 
rig il | such a council could be established 
or dissolved. The Parish Council comprised a 
chairman and councillors numbering from 
five to fifteen members, as might be deter- 
mined by the County Council. As a body 
corporate, the council had to be elected 
annually by the parochial electors, the basis 
of qualification for election being residence 
within three miles of the parish for twelve 
months preceding the election. The choice of 
chairman was entrusted to the elected council 
with this important reservation: that he 
might be one of their own number or a person 
qualified to become a councillor. The elect. 


tion of councillors permitted the nomination 
of women. 


DISQUALIFYING FACTORS 


The provisions of the Act included authority 


for the disqualification of council members 


for such causes as conviction for legal offences, 
bankruptcy, or participation in the profits of 
any commitments made by the council. 

The authority wa. given for the employ- 
ment of a person on Bh age as clerk, and of a 
treasurer, who did not receive any remunera- 
tion, but he was required to provide security. 
The council had the right to appoint either 
one of its own number or some other person. 
No business was legally transacted unless 
one-third of the members, including the 
chairman, attended the meetings 


EXTENSIVE POWERS 


Extensive powers were vested in tue 
council, Jt had the right ot appeal against 
the basis of the county rates struck by 
County Councils, the rigut ot appeal against 
valuation lists, authority to acquire land for 
various purposes, to make representation. for 
the removal of obstructiv- buildings, to make 
representation with regard to unsatisfactory 
or inadequate sewerag: and water systems, 
aud in regard to the provision of buria 
grounds, the maintenance ia decent condition 
of disused cemeteries, and te administer the 
Public Libraries Act, and so on. 

It is important also to mention here that 
a council, unless with the consent of a parish 
meeting, could not incur expenses or liabilities 
which involved a rate exceeding 3d. in the 
£ for any financial year. The Act authorised

poor rate of. the parish and of the whole or }: 


part of its revenue, but at no time could the 
total amount of outstanding loans exceed. one- 
half of the assessable value of the parish.
